S et in a future bleaker than a Cast 
lyric sheet, Uprising throws you in 
at the deep end of action-strategy 
warfare. It's a frenetic collection of 
skirmish and heavy weaponry, though 
somewhere in all of that ballsy bullets 'n' 
blood action there's call for the cold, 
calculating level headedness of a military 
leader.

Recently released in the US, Uprising 
sees you fighting for a bunch rebels 
against an evil alliance across various 
worlds in the stolen Wraith tank, looking 
for countless foreign cocks to crush. It's 
not too far removed from the awesome 
Warzone 2100, except that Uprising 
delivers an entirely new war strategy 
perspective. We're talking first-person

There's no doubt that the emphasis 
here is firmly on the action side, as your 
enemy's raids are frequent and nigh on 
kamikaze, so you'll need plenty of 
trooped-up tanks, bombers and air-to-air 
vehicles rolling off that production line. 
However, there's still enough grey 
material going on to keep things fresh 
and perky, just like Billie's funbags. 

It's not the best looking overkill ride, 
but the gameplay is intuitive and slick 
enough to compensate.

H aving spent time at the two 
big videogames shows this 
year in Tokyo and Los 
Angeles, I can say with some 
certainty that gaming is going to 
change big time over the next few 
years. In LA, I went along to the 
Nintendo press conference to see 
what the opposition were up to 
and witnessed the surprise launch 
of their new machine - 
codenamed Dolphin. 

While it was clear that they've 
just taken the PlayStation 2's 
announced specs and added to 
them a little, it was equally clear 
that in a couple of years, picking up 
your joypad is going to bring with it 
a completely different experience.

Not only 
will you be able to buy their new 
machine (which is also DVD driven) 
you will be able to buy standard 
DVD players that will play Nintendo 
games, thus eliminating the need to 
have a console sat in your front 
room.

Basic Manoeuvres, 

Pinning 

When your opponent is on his last legs, pin him to the floor to have 
done with him. The weaker your opponent, the more chance you 
have of pinning him out for the count. 

Rope Attacks 

Always an aesthetically pleasing way to do your opponent some 
damage. Get your muscle bound arse on top of a turnbuckle 
then let loose with any one of the turnbuckle attacks. Because 
your opponent can see you doing this, there's a good chance 
he'll be able to dodge it, so keeping these attacks to when your 
enemy is on the deck is always a good idea. 

Team Mate Interference 

In the shite and you need some help to climb out? Call in 
your team mate to help you bang the holy hell out of 
your unholy foe. Pretty much like a smart bomb, your 
mate will only be in the ring for a short period of time so 
use him wisely, like when you're in big trouble and you need some 
breathing space, or when your opponent is in trouble and you just 
need one big push to finish him off. If your opponent pulls the same 
trick, you need to try and keep your distance until the time runs out. 

Dance around the ring a little, it's very hard to avoid them both for 
the entire time the second foe is in the ring, but you'll at least 
minimise the impact of his presence. 

Dragging 

Very cheeky manoeuvre this one. When your opponent is 
spread eagle on the canvas, drag his lilly arse across the ring 
for much physical abuse. It looks good, and can be used in 
conjunction with turnbuckle moves. Drag the sucker over to the 
corner then get on the ropes for a bit of slap and torture. 

Taunts 

Always good for taking this piss, taunt your foe to get some cheers from the 
crowd and rebuild a little energy. Don't commit yourself to something you 
can't deliver, if you do this when he's close you'll be vulnerable to slaps, 
more than a little embarrassing considering the charade you've just pulled 
off. More of a two player thing this, it's hardly satisfying doing these little 
capers to a bunch of algorithms and data tables.
